The President had called Mrs. Hart 
the day a fte r her husband died to 
offer con dolences and asked her if 
there was anything he could do for 
her. 
M rs. Hart replied that there was 
som eth in g — d e c la re an am n esty . 
Ford said he would look into it and 
Mrs. Hart made the P resid en t’s pro­ 
mise public. 
Issue 
The President reiterated later that 
he would exam ine the am nesty issue 
and said he had ordered the question 
studied by his administration. Many 
observers wondered if Ford seriously 
m ean t to reop en th e issu e or had 
m erely been extending a pro form a 
courtesy to a bereaved w idow . 
Ford has now let m em b ers of his 
staff know that he will not grant a 
blanket am n esty for d e s e rte rs and 
draft re siste rs. N either does he in­ 
tend to reopen his program of limited 
am n esty , w hich exp ired last y e a r, 
aides said. 
But as a “ g estu re.” as one White 
House official put it, the President is 
seriously considering taking action 
involving c le m e n cy for a few men 
who ran afoul of the law because of 
the war. 
One possibility, the aide said, was 
the restoration of veteran’s rights to 
form er servicem en who were wound­ 
ed in the line of duty in Vietnam but 
who la te r d e s e r te d or c o m m itte d 
som e other o ffen se that cost them 
their rights.

The aide noted that the num ber of 
these men was not very great. 
T h e aide did not say why F o r d 
thought som e gesture was necessary. 
But sin ce Ford first said he would 
look anew at the amnesty question, a 
number of observers, including a few 
inside the White House', speculated 
that he had been put in an awkward 
position by his affirm ative reply to 
Mrs. Hart s request and her public 
disclosure of it.

But we 
have learned that $140,000 in church 
trust funds were still deposited in the 
Empire Bank as of Dec. 30 
Both Z im m e rm a n and Shelton 
spoke with us at length They stoutly 
defended th e m se lv e s and one a n ­ 
other. 
They insisted that not one penny of 
the church’s money had gone into the 
land deals and that audits had shown 
no mismanagement of their steward­ 
ship of the church’s millions.

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City’s fiscal policy

San Antonians pay 11.1 per 
cent of their city budget funds 
for b o rro w in g debt. T h a t is 
about the same percentage as 
American taxpayers dig up to 
service the national debt. 
Credit is a service all of us 
use and it s e rv e s well when 
excesses are avoided. 
But San Antonians pay a bit 
more than others because the 
City of San Antonio has its fis­ 
cal year on backwards. The c i­ 
ty collects its taxes at the year 
end. It is the only m ajor city — 
and likely the only city of any 
size — to do that. 
City 
Council 
has 
asked 
voters for permission to turn it 
around. That proposal is on 
next Saturday’s ballot. 
T h e r e will be d e t a ils to 
work out. Funding a 17-month 
budget year in order to make 
the turn-around so that funds 
are collected before they are 
spent may have to be done in 
stages. But the property tax, of 
existing revenue sources, ap­ 
pears the likely place to put the 
c a t c h - u p bite.

WASHINGTON - President 
Ford's ski-slope invitation to 
Puerto Rico to become the 51st 
State was the most sudden and 
surprising notion he has had 
s in c e he lib e r a te d E a s t e r n 
Europe from the Soviet Union, 
but it has certain possible ad­ 
vantages. 
It could, but probably won’t, make 
W ashington think ag a in about its 
immigration policy, which is a m ess; 
abou t the C a r ib b e a n is la n d s in 
general, which arc beautiful jungles 
of economic and racial tension; and 
about tin* awkward and even a la rm ­ 
ing econom ic, social and stra te g ic 
problems of our relations with Mexi­ 
co and Panama. All this and Cuba too 
is some challenge! 
Tho main fact about the movement 
of people into the Continental United 
States is that it is out of control. 
E a c h y e a r , m o r e ille g a l a lie n s 
com e into the United States, and re­ 
main here. than legal aliens. Even 
the official figures and estim ates are 
staggering. 
Illegal aliens 
T h e Im m igration and N aturaliza­ 
tion S e rv ice of the D e p a rtm e n t of 
Ju stice estim ates that there are now 
between six and eight million illegal 
aliens residing perm anently in the 
United States — roughly as many as 
the total n u m ber of unemployed in 
the nation at the beginning of 1977. 
These are estim ates, but there are 
some hard facts. 
In fiscal year 1975, 655,814 illegal 
aliens were arrested and deported 
without formal hearings, and 23,438 
w ere d ep o rted a f t e r .jud icial p ro ­ 
ceedings, most of the from Mexico. 
But this is a revolv ing door. The las­ 
ter they are deportered. the faster 
they return. 
M exico had a population of ju st 
fewer than 29 million in 1945. It now 
h as a population of m o re than 69 
million, with an unemployment rate 
past 29 per cent and no effective un­ 
employment insurance.

By official estim ates. M exico will 
have a population o f more than 199 
million at the end of the c e n tu r y ------- 
form er President Echeverria told me 
he e x p e c te d the fig u r e would be 
nearer to 127 million — so this is an 
increasing problem, and there is no 
wall high enough along a 2.999-mile 
border that can prevent m igration 
from a poor country to a rich one. 
The movement of legal im m igrants 
is a different and m ore m anageable 
question. This is determined by Con­ 
gress. 
Congress established a quota sys­ 
tem which until 1965 followed the 
trend of im migration in the first half 
of this century — favoring applicants 
from Western and Eastern Europe.

While these mills were using sugar 
cane and not the old-time sorghum 
cane, the press was the old type. 
The su g a r cane is fed en d -first 
through two upright revolving metal 
drums to squeeze the juice from it 
Atop the press is a big wooden pole. 
The short butt-end of tin* pole is on 
one side of the press for balance and 
the a n im a l that 
fu rn is h e d the 
“ horse-power" is hitched to the long, 
tapering end. A rope angles off from 
the bridle to the pole, forcing the 
animal to walk around and around in 
a circle. Much shouting keeps the 
animal moving. 
We saw a horse — a mule — and a 
burro — at three successive mo­ 
liendas. 
Long stalks ol sugar cane for the 
mills were piled on the ground or 
stacked against a tree or stand 
Cooking fires were going at e\ery 
stand. A wood fire was blazing under 
washtubs filled with green corn in the 
shuck — ste a m ris in g in w hite 
clouds, 
Files of corn still to be boiled and 
sh u ck s from that alre a d y cooked 
were beside the tubs. 
This boiled corn — “ d o te s " —is 
sold on many street corners in Mon­ 
terrey and in most Mexican towns. 
Hot from a little cart and brushed 


with a red pepper sauce, it is a po­ 
pular dish. 
Several stands were cooking meat 
— pork, cabrito and even rabbit — 
over glowing coals iii big grills. 
But most unusual of all were the 
piles of big squash. Each squash was 
put in a little strin g h arn ess like 
those sometimes found around hang­ 
ing flower pots It had a loop on it so 
the squash could be dipped in a big 
beehive pot of boiling water and sn 
gar cane juice 
Wheti tile boiling was finished — 
and the squash now sweet and the 
color of caramel — it was hung from 
a long horizontal pole in front of the 
stand. The siring harness was used to 
hang it.

Tamales steaming in big cans wert' 
so full of flavor. 
And for sale on tables were little 
b o t t l e s of pepper sauce m ade with 
tiny, round p ep p e rs. B esides the 
sauce bottles were jars of hone> and 
browu-sugar “ pilones" (loaf sugar) 
Wonderful world 
Most ol the stands had sacks of 
oranges — standing 
i i i clusters of 
sacks or hanging from the roof sup­ 
ports of the stand. And at some 
stands and at many other places 
beside 
the road were great piles of 
golden 
oranges — a truck load — 
spilled out on the ground. Besides 
these mounds were piles of tanger­ 
ines. their reddish hue contrasting 
with the gold of the oranges

Last year we spent New Y ear’s Eve 
night in our cam per on Padre Island. 
W;e were drawn there by the know­ 
ledge the sam e surf that was rolling 
in when 1775 became 1776 was rolling 
in when 1975 becam e 1976. At. m id­ 
night we arose and, standing at the 
w a te r’s edge, saluted the n a tio n ’s 
200th Birthday with sparklers and a 
tiny Roman candle — our “ rocket’s 
t, red glare.” 
Turning to Mexico

As New Y e a r’s ap p ro ach ed this 
year, our m inds kept turning to a 
troubled Mexico — and all the won­ 
derful visits we have had there over 
the years. 


We particularly thought of Monter­ 
rey. 
As do so m any San A n to n ia n s, 
Bonnie and I have a special affection 
for Monterrey. We have been going 
there together for 30 years. Bonnie 
has been \isiting Monterrey since she 
was a little girl. 
This year we decided we wanted 
the stroke of midnight on New' Y ear’s 
Eve to find us standing in the plaza in 
front of the Monterrey Cathedral — 
and looking up to m oonlit Saddle­ 
back.

Monterrey’s metropolitan population 
as 1.543,399. 
Monterrey now is a great industrial 
and com mercial city. It is a city of 
steel m ills and brew eries — glass 
sky-scrapers — homes climbing al­ 
most to the top of the long mountain 
rid g e a c ro s s th e riv e r bed from 
downtown. 
Yet m an y of th e c h a n g e s a re 
changes on the surface only. 
The Ancira, La Luisiana and San­ 
born’s are still there. The curio shops

Monfrey said he had tried 
to Check his theory out on a 
n u m b e r of law y ers, but 
none has come up with a 
concrete answer to his hy­ 
pothesis.

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Dry type 
o f pleurisy 
is painful 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: 
My dad is 91 and has 
pleurisy. His doctor drained fluid from his chest 
cavity twice, a quart 
the first time and two 
quarts the second. He 
did have X-rays and a 
number of tests done. 
What causes the fluid to accumulate? Dad has 
a persistent cold, a runny nose, and phlegm. He 
tends to cough when he eats or drinks. He says 
he feels tired and wants to sleep most of the 
time. — CC. 


It’s anatomy lesson time. 
The lungs are covered with a double membrane. These 
pleural “ sheets” have a narrow space between called the 
pleural cavity. Normally, one rides over the other, allow­ 
ing for easier expansion of the _ 
lungs. An inflammation of this * 
pleural space is called pleur­ 
isy. 
The pleurisy can be either 
what is called “ wet” or “ dry.” 
In your father’s case, since 
you do not mention any great 
pain involved. I assume it is 
the wet type. The dry type is 
quite painful because of fric­ 
tion of the two swollen mem­ 
branes rubbing against each 
other, as they do in breathing. 
Any infection that affects the 
lungs can cause pleurisy. 
Pneumonia is a prime one, as 
is tuberculosis. Also, conges­ 
tive 
heart 
failure 
or 
malignancy may lead to it. as 
can a serious attack of in­ 
fluenza. 
This condition would naturally make your dad feel tired 
to the extent it interferes with his proper breathing. 
Bedrest and heat applications help. Antibiotics to attack 
the infection can be considered. 
Protective fluid is produced in any infection of mucous 
tissue as in the pleura. It will continue to be produced until 
the infection is cleared up. 
Cataracts 
Dear Dr. Thosteson: Are babies born with cataracts? Do 
many young people have them, and if so can you explain 
why? — Mrs. M L. 
Babies and young children can have cataracts. Those 
present at birth are called congenital cataracts, and result 
from a birth defect, as from rubella (German measles) 
early in pregnancy. Immunizing of young gi$s has prac­ 
tically eliminated that problem, however. 
Inflammation of the eyes during fetal growth can also 
cause cataracts, as can a mixup of gene combinations, 
causing faulty development of the eye lens. 
Later, certain metabolic disorders as galactosemia 
(inability to handle milk sugar) can result to cataract 
formation. It is rare. For a complete discussion of catar­ 
acts (and glaucoma) sent 25 cents and a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope to me in care of this newspaper, and 
1 11 send you my booklet on this.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can using the birth control pills 
before puberty cause any problems for a young girl? — 
Mrs. T G. 
It should not be done. 
Of course, from a practical standpoint, there would be 
no pregnancy risk if ovulation is not occurring. That is the 
principal sign of puberty. However, there may be some 
pre-pubertal girls using contraceptive pills “ to be sure.” 
.They shouldn't.

The other day you published a question and reply about 
shower control regarding the metering of waler flow in a 
shower. 
I agree, there is no device lo meter the water, but there 
is a simple device which limits or controls the flow of 
water 
The preset flow rate is independent of waler pressure, 
within normal limits, aud rates of flow art* available from 
two to lh gallons per minute for domestic use; through 
hundreds of gallons per minute for commercial or 
industrial applications. 
There are several manufacturers of this device, and it is 
inexpensive. about 15. 


The device is a shaped, calibrated rubber orifice which 
expands and contracts uniformly in size as water pressure 
decreases or increases, so that the rate of flow is constant. 
I agree thai it would be Impractical and fairly expensive 
in the usual residence lo meter the water used in a single 
shower. 
However, like most things, it could In* done if expense is 
no objection.

W ASHINGTON POST SERVICE 
LONDON — A restricted bonk appar­ 
ently intended for local and lower-level 
officials has been smuggled out of the 
Soviet Union and provides an unusual 
glimpse of the bureaucratic web the 
Soviet Union has wrapped around the 
practice of religion. 
Some of the restrictions seem to be 
aimed at preventing the use of religion 
against the state or, at most, avoiding 
any church-state collaboration. For 
example: 
“ Religious associations and servants 
of the cults should not: 
“ A) Use prayer meetings of believers 
to make political speeches that contra­ 
dict the interests of Soviet society; 
“ B) Encourage believers to refuse to 
fulfill their duties as citizens; 
“ O Conduct propaganda directed at 
isolating believers from active partici­ 
pation in the state, cultural and socio­ 
political life of the country; 


“ D> P erfo rm religious rites and 
ceremonies in state, social and cooper­ 
ative institutions and enterprises.” 
Prisons are a specific exception to 
that last restriction, as arc hospitals, if 
the believer involved is dying or ser- 
iously ill. 
Other curbs, however, seem to Wes­ 
tern eyes to go to the heart of the prac­ 
tice of religion: 
“ Religious centers, religious asso­ 
ciations and servants of cults (clergy) 
are forbidden: 
“ A) To o rg a n iz e sp e cia l p ra y e r 
meetings for children, young people or 
women, as well as circles, groups and 
meetings for the study of religion; 
“ B) To organize pilgrimages of be­ 
lievers to so-called ‘holy p la ce s,’ to 
perform fraudulent actions with the 
aim of arousing su p erstitio n in the 
m asses of the population in order to 
extract by such a method any advan­ 
tages w hatsoever (announcem ent of

any type of m ira c le s , for ex a m p le , 
healing of sick people, prophesies, etc.);

“C) To conduct compulsory exaction 
of dues and taxes from believers for the 
benefit of religious associations or for 
any other purposes; 
“ I)) To apply m easures of com pul­ 
sion or punishment to believers.” 
The book 
The book, “ Legislation on Religious 
Cults (Collection of Materials and Do­ 
c u m e n ts ) ,’’ w as co m p iled by V A. 
Kuroedov, chairm an of tho Council of 
Religious Affairs, and A.S. Pankratov, 
deputy prosecutor general of the Soviet 
Union. 
W estern sp ecialists who have exa­ 
mined it believe it to he authentic. 


It contains all the Soviet legislation 
on religion through 1971. with co m ­ 
m e n ta rie s and d e fin itio n s to guide 
functionaries. Soviet laws are not given 
general circulation, and the hook that 
reached the West is a numbered copy, 
one of 21,000. 
It is apparently intended as a guide to 
the Council for Religious Affairs, which 
supervises religion, and to police and 
court officials and local Soviets. 
The volume was smuggled out of the 
Soviet Union in September and given to 
the Rev. Michael Bourdeaux, director 
of Reston College in Kent 
Reston is a research center of eight 
scholars devoted to the study of religion 
in Communist countries. 
Privately financed, it receives money 
from the Ford Foundation, the Dutch 


Reformed Church, the Mennonite cen­ 
tral committee in the United States and 
similar organizations. 
Bourdeaux will not identity the man 
who b ro u g h t him th e hook — i t ’s 
number has been obliterated — except 
to say that he is a friend. 
Portions of the handbook, translated 
for The Washington Post Service, pro­ 
vide a rem arkable insight into religious 
life in the Sox let Union. 
One section says: “ Religious associa­ 
tions and servants of the cult . . 
do not

Some proponents and op­ 
ponents of capita] punish­ 
ment have gone on record 
in recen t d ay s favoring 
D is tric t J u d g e W illiam 
Taylor’s ruling that free­ 
dom of the press under the 
first amendment demands 
perm ission for televising 
the state’s killing of men in 
the electric chair. 
The idea has been sug­ 
gested by prom inent n a­ 
tional political leaders such 
as John Connally as a de­ 
terrent to capital crim e for 
the public to actually see 
people dying in the electric 
chair on (heir television 
sets. 
The issue was joined by a 
suit filed by newsman Tony 
Garrett of Dallas Public 
Television. Some of the per­ 
sons scheduled to be exe­ 
cuted such as J e rry Lane 
Jurek have called for their 
executions to be telecast. 
Attorney G eneral John 
Hill has stated his opposi­ 
tion to the telecasting and 
promised to take it to court 
on the “ narrow issue” of 
electronically reporting the 
execution by television. 
Some opponents of capi­ 
tal p u n ish m en t have felt 
that the scene would be so 


ghastly as to stir the indig­ 
nation of the general public 
toward abolishing capital 
punishment as an option for 
the state. 
O th ers h ave su g g e ste d 
the telecasting of a reen ­ 
a c tm e n t of th e c r im e in 
order to increase the possi­ 
bilities of deterring future 
crim e by showing men dy­ 
ing in the electric chair. 
It’s obvious that men of 
moral concern differ on the 
issue. It is necessary to ex­ 
am ine carefully the possi­ 
ble effects of such a step 
from the standpoint of w hat 
would increase respect for 
human life and sensitize 
p erso n s to th e v a lu es of 
living a life of o rd er and 
respect for others.

Educators protest IRS plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
parade of educators and 
two members of the House 
tax-writing committee as­ 
sailed on Friday an Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service propo­ 
sal that would tax free tui­ 
tion benefits received by 
spouses and children of 
some school, college and 
university employes. 
Private schools common­ 
ly provide tuition-free 
education to em ployes’ 
dependents, sometimes on 
a reciprocal basis between 
schools. The value of these 
benefits has not previously 
been taxed, but a pending 
IRS proposal would levy 
income tax on them as a 
form of income. 


No rush 
IRS Commissioner Don­ 
ald Alexander, who is due 
to leave office in less than 
two wdeks, said the agency 
would not “ rush to judg­ 


ment on this very serious 
m atter.” 
T ypically recu rrin g in 
the comments of the scores 
of educators on a daylong 
witness list at a IRS public 
hearing were predictions 
that such a tax would: 
• Make it h ard er to 
recruit faculty and staff; 
• Break promises made 
years ago to employes who 
took jobs while counting on 
free tuition; 
• Shift 
the 
cost 
of 
educating 
children 
of 
low er-paid clerical and 
maintenance employes to 
the governm ent, because 
such employes wouldn’t be 
able to accept free tuition 
becall*1 of the tax cost. 
Rep. Abner Mikva, D-Ill.,

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How to stake, guy 
newly planted trees 


By TERRY WILBOURN 


COU NTY EXTENSION HORTICULTURIST 
Staking or guying 
newly planted trees is 
a common landscape 
practice; however, not 
all transplanted trees 
need to be staked. 
Many young tree s will 
stand alone while o th ers 
won’t grow upright or stand 
ag ain st the wind without 
some type of support. 
Limit support 
A young tree will develop 
roots and branches better 
able to resist the wind if it 
is supported only enough to 
hold the trunk upright. Ex­ 
cessive staking, however, is 
harmful to young trees. 
The reasons for staking 
or guying trees are to give 


protection, to anchor the 
trees, and to support them. 
Unnecessary staking is ex­ 
pensive, detracts from the 
la n d sca p e, and re q u ire s 
m ore m aintenance. U nsa­ 
tisfactory methods of sup­ 
port may weaken, deform 
or injure the trunk. 
P ro te c tio n 
of 
newly 
planted tree s from lawn 
mowers, vehicles and van­ 
dals is one reason for stak­ 
ing. Trees, that can stand 
alone, without support and 
with some thinning of the 
branches, may only need 
two or three guard stakes 
high enough to be seen. 
Another reason for stak­ 
ing a transplanted tree is to 
p rev e n t ex cessiv e tru n k 
m o v e m en t by the wind 
from b reak in g new roots 
growing into the surround­ 
ing soil.

Gardeners’ Questions— Answers

large fluctuation in te m ­ 
perature from the northern 
to the southern part of the 
county. 


te rin g , needed the first 
season or two, often loosens 
the soil and contributes to 
the instability of the root 
system. Sufficient support 
may again be achieved by 
two or three short g uard 
sta k es. T ies, from the 
stakes to the trunk, would 
help anchor the tree and 
keep the roots firmly in the 
ground. The branches may 
need to be thinned to re ­ 
duce the top w eight and 
wind resistance. 
Most tre e s up to two 
inches in diameter, or with 
trunks not strong enough to 
hold the tree upright, can 
be 
s u p p o rted 
by 
a 
2-by-2-ineh sta k e d riv en 
firm ly into the g round 
about one foot from the 
trunk. Use stakes as short 
as possible but tall enough 
to keep the tree upright. 
Attach a single tie near the 
top of the stake. Use a wire 
run through a piece of g ar­ 
den hose, an elastic w eb­ 
bing or a plastic tie made 
for this purpose. Provide 
for flexible m ovem ent at 
the tying point, taking care 
not to ca u se ru b b in g or 
g ird lin g in ju rie s to the 
tru n k . P ru n e up to one 
th ird of the b ra n c h e s to 
com pensate for the roots 
lost in transplanting and to 
reduce weight and wind re­ 
sistance of the top. 
Trees up to four inches in 
diameter can be supported 
by two to three stakes. At­ 
tach the ties to the trunk 
and p ru n e as previously 
described. 
Single stakes should be 
on the side of the prevailing 
winds. When two support 


stakes are used, place them 
on each side of the tree in a 
line at right angles to the 
prevailing w inds. Single 
stakes, leaning toward the 
prevailing winds, at an an­ 
gle of 30 d eg re es to the, 
tru n k are sa tis fa c to ry . 
S upport sta k e s m ay be 
needed only th ro u g h the 
first growing season or be­ 
fore new growth begins in 
the spring. Untie the tree to 
see if it stands erect with­ 
out support. Thinning the 
b ran c h es helps th e tre e 
stand alone. 
W rap p in g tru n k s and 
larger branches of newly 
planted trees aids recovery 
and reduces water loss and 
dam age from sun scald to 
the trunk. W rapping also 
provides partial protection 
against borers. Apply bur­ 
lap strip s or special tree 
w rapping dow nw ard in a 
spiral fashion. Overlap the 
covering for added protec­ 
tion. Reinforce the w ra p ­ 
ping by binding with twine 
starting at the bottom and 
winding upward in the op­ 
posite direction from the 
wrapping. 
Leave the w rap p in g on 
the 
tree 
for 
two 
years 
unless ft becomes unsight­ 
ly. The wrapping should be 
removed occasionally to in­ 
spect for possible canker 
a re a s , b o re rs, s c a le or 
o th e r in sects. T h e tre e 
should be rew rapped fol­ 
lowing inspection. 
The time and effort spent 
in properly planting and 
staking your trees will tre­ 
m en d o u sly in c re a se the 
success in grow ing your 
trees.

Free tackle 
book backfires 


Recent mail-stop orders issued by the U.S. 
Postal Service indicate that fishermen are only 
one-fifth as gullible as folks desiring to lose 
weight without really trying. 


U SP S has issued a mail-stop order against a New Jersey 
company called Angler’s Friend under the Postal False 
R ep resentation Statute for o fferin g for sale a book of 
“ secre ts” on “ How to Get F r e e Fishing T a ck le.” 
The firm asked $5.50 for an 18-page booklet which ad­ 
vised purchasers to write to fishing tackle m anufacturers 
offering to field test and evaluate specific fishing gear 
m ade by the m an u facturers. T hese letters, the booklet 
said, would result in a m inim um of $100 worth of free 
tackle within the first mqnth. 


Upon investigation, the Postal Inspection Service disco­ 
vered that only one of the m anufacturers listed would even 
consider giving free tackle In exhange for field testing and 
then only after a personal interview. 


The Consumer Protection Office of the Postal Service 
Law Department filed a formal complaint charging that 
the firm falsely represented its product and engaged in a 
s ch e m e to o b tain m on ey th ro u g h the m a ils by false 
representations. 
Other mail-stop orders issued recen tly 'by U SP S were 
against five com panies for offering for sale such items as 
diet grapefruit pills, self-hypnosis tapes for weight loss 
and a w eigh t-red u cin g p ro g ra m called S lim Through 
Sleep.

truck purchasing people start­ 
ed to buy the oak for the side­ 
boards of the new W arlock 
pickup trucks, they soon found 
out that wood is som ething 
special. 
I f s not like m a n u fa c tu re d p ro ­ 
d u cts, such as ste e l, ru b b e r and 
plastic, that m ake up the bulk of their 
purchases. Since very little wood is 
used in today’s trucks, they had ai­ 
rn o«l no ex p erien ce in buying the 
m aterial. 
By the tim e they had lined up en­ 
ough top q u a lity oak for a run of 
Warlock models during the 1977 m o­ 
del year, the purchasing people were 
glad they w eren’t on the lob 50 years 
ago.

In those days when wood w as used 
extensively in car and truck produc­ 
tion, it was purchased by the boxcar 
load — as many as l(M) of them at a 
time. 
“ What we needed only am ounted to 
two or three railcar loads," explained 
Bernard F Knotek, m anager of truck 
and equipm ent planning for Chrysler 
Corporation’s U.S. Automotive Sales 
Division. 
"However, since we were dealing 
with a product of M other N ature, we 
had to be careful with our planning. 


"If you don’t buy up the oak you are 
going to need when it’s available, you 


can m iss the boat. Once a m ill is sold 
out, it may not be able to ship you any 
oak for another two or three months. 
" T h e re is no w ay you can w ait 
three m onths for parts to come out of 
the pipeline and still m eet the truck 
in d u s try ’s 
m a ss 
p ro d u ctio n 
schedules." 


Slats for W arlock sideboards are 
milled to the proper size. After a de­ 
corative pattern is cut in the slats, 
they are attached to the stakes which 
will link them to the cargo boxes of 
D-100 and W-100 pickups from Dodge. 


Slats are attached to the stakes 
with m etal screw s. Oak buttons go 
over th e screw h ead s to give th e 
sideboards an all-oak exterior.

where thick steel slabs are converted 
to coiled sheets every two minutes. * 
Visitors are guided over catw alks1 
that look down upon giant furnaces 
that turn out slab after slab of fiery 
steel. 
Children and oldsters alike look on 
in awe as the :i2-foot-long slabs are 
reheated and repeatedly elongated 
until they are half-mile-long sheets of 
steel. 
Second stage 
The second stage of the tour takes 
visitors to the Dearborn Assembly 
Plant where they see the Mustang ll 
being assembled. They are led by the 
tour guides along the assembly line, 
seeing the timed, precise interplay of 
man and machine on the production 
line. 
Over the years, the Rouge complex 
has become a “ must see" in the De­ 
troit area. Guest Center representa­ 
tives point out. Visitors often plan 
their vacations around a stop at the— 
Rouge or make trips just to take the 
tour, they say. 
That interest grew even more dur­ 
ing the mid-seventies when Ameri­ 
cans got into the Bicentennial spirit 
and became more interested in what 
their country had to offer, noted 
Dowling. 
“ I ’d known about the tour since

grade school, but this was my first 
chance to take it,” said an electrical 
engineer visiting from Lexington, 
Mass. In Detroit on company busi­ 
ness, he and a fellow engineer took 
advantage of a break in their work to 
visit the Ford facility. 
A Brooklyn, N.Y., homemaker and 
her sister-in-law, an osteopath from 
London, England, made a point to 
take the tour at the urging of rela­ 
tives in Detroit. 
“ They told us so much about it that 
we were interested in seeing it for 
ourselves,” the visitors said. 
Sales people 
Local residents who have made the 
tour are perhaps the best sales people 
for it. They often include the Rouge 
tour in their plans for entertaining 
visiting family and friends. 
For one Detroit rabbi, the tour was, 
the first attraction he thought about. 
for his two brothers visiting him*! 
from Rochester, N Y 
“ The Rouge complex has such an 
outstanding name as something in­ 
teresting in Detroit,” the rabbi said. 
A native of Germany living tem­ 
porarily in suburban Detroit included 


the tour on the itinerary for friends 
visiting from her homeland 
“ I liked it so much, and I found the 
steel mill operations particularly in­ 
teresting,” she said. 
It was the third tour for the visitor 
from Marlton, N .J., who takes time 
out from most of his visits with his 
brother to see the Ford complex. 
The New Jersey man said he had 
taken a particular interest in the Hot 
Strip M ill operations, with an an eye 
toward possibly entering some type 
of engineering in that area. 
Major stop 
In many cases, a trip to the mam­ 
moth Rouge complex with its diver­ 
sified operations is a major stop in 
some travelers’ planned visits to in­ 
dustrial plants around the country. 
“ We just like to see things, and we 
especially like to tour the plants in 
various cities,” said a woman from 
Salem, Ind. It was a second visit for 
the homemaker who first toured the 
complex in the 1960’s. 
Often parents see such industrial 
tours as a way of bringing the social 
studies book to life for their children.
